People still speak of consumption 
as "inherited,*' but it is not inherit- 
ed. .\ child Inay be born with a 
certain tendency to it, but if proper 
measures are takeu early enough, 
and kept up steadily and long 
enough, this tendency c.^n be over- 
come. .\ child v\hose parents be- 
fore him, and their parents betore 
them, prrhap.s for generations back, 
have been poor breathers, will pro* 
bably inherit a small, meager chest, 
and will therefore be the natural 
victim of the consumption germ as 
soon as it reaches him. That child 
will have to be taught to breathe. 
The tendency to pigeon-breast can 
be overcome, ami a narrow chest 
developed to normal capacity; but 
to do this, tne child must be kept 
constantly in good air, and taught 
how to develop and use the lungs. 
.\ pigeon breasted child who is be- 
ing brought up on the coddling pro- 
cess — oversheltered, overfed and 
overrloihed is in as idih h daii;;('r 
as if he lived under the famous 
sword hanging from a hair.

Scarlet Fever. 

Scailet fever or scarlatina — the 
names are synonymous, althou;'h 
often erroneously supposed to denote 

two distinct diseases shares with 
diptheria the unenviable di>tiu( tion 
of being one of the two most dread 
eil and dreadful diseases of child- 
hood. That IS not to say that cer- 
tain diseas'-s are not more often 
fatal; but they are not so common, 
nor are they in general so likely to 
have serious consequences. 

Scarlet fever is an infectious dis 
ease, although it is not known posi 
lively what i;erm cjus^s it, nnr is ii 
always easy to trace the mode of 
infection. 

An attack miy begin in a variety 
of ways, but in general three foim> 
are recognized. In the usual, and 
fortunately the mildest form, the 
disease begins with shivering 01 
chill) leeliiigs, sometimes a con- 
vulsion, fever, loss of appetite, 
vomiting, and often a sore throat- 
In twenty four or forty eight hours 
the rash appears, it is a general 
raspberry-colored eruption which 
disappears on preasure, and returns 
slowly, so that if the end of a pen 
holiier is drawn firmly over the skin 
a white line is made which persists 
for severaf minutes. 

Ill anolhur the first symptoms are 
the same, but more severe, and the 
signs of inAamation of the throat 
are marked. Inspection of the 
throat hhj'vs it to be very red, the 
mucous membrane often ulcerates, 
and it IS frc<p)enily covered with a 
leathery looking membrane like that 
seen in diptheria. The iiili imalion 
travels to the nose, an^l often to the 
ears, in which case it may cause 
permanent dca'iie^s. The 1 h Id 
appeals much more il! tlun m lh«. 
simple form, a fact du .- to ab.-^orpti 'n 
of the puis m produced by the bac- 
teria in the throat- 
In the worst form, malignant scar- 
let fever it is calleil, the attack is 
sadden, and the child is seen from the 
first to be very ill, the fever is high, 
the lips are blue, there is more or 
less drowsiness, and the little patient 
IS evidently poisoned through and 
lhrcu;i;h. If Iu lives long enough 
for th.' rash to a;ipear, it is not 
bright, as is the ordinary case, but 
duskjr and not very extensive. This 
tscap,- j variety ii icallv a form of blcod- 
poisoning, the bacteria themselves,
